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PENNSYLVANIA 
CROP  AND  LIVESTOCK  REPORT  - 1933 


Agriculture  in  Pennsylvania  in  19  30  represented  an  investment  of 
$1,535,484,006;  the  manufacture  of  secondary  metals  and  metal  products 
$1,438,569,400;  mines  and  quarries  $986,174,700;  the  manufacture  of  pri- 
mary metals  and  metal  products  $878;689,900;  and  the  manufacture  of 
textiles  and  textile  products  $509,140,000.  The  total  investment  in  all 
types  of  manufacturing  and  mining  in  Pennsylvania  in  1930  was  $5,498,- 
54S,1C0>  which  means  that  for  every  four  dollars  invested  in  industry, 
there  was  at  least  one  dollar  invested  in  agriculture. 

Topography,  Cliniate  and  Soil 

On  April  1,  1930,  the  Commonwealth  had  172,419  farms  with  a  total 
population  of  856,694  and  an  area  of  15,309,485  acres.  The  total  land  area 
of  the  Staters  28,692,488  acres.  Pennsylvania,  as  is  the  case  in  most  At- 
lantic Coast  states,  has  comparatively  level  land  in  the  east,  with  higher 
altitudes  to  the  west.  The  altitude  varies  from  less  than  100  feet  above 
sea  level  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State  to  approximately  3,000  feet 
at  the  summit  of  some  of  the  peaks  in  the  Alleghenies.  This  topography 
gives  Pennsylvania  a  fairly  large  range  of  climatic  conditions.  The  mean 
annual  temperature  varies  from  54.1  degrees  in  Philadelphia  to  43.5  de- 
grees in  the  northern  portion  of  Potter  County.  The  mean  annual  precipi- 
tation is  above  50  inches  in  most  of  Schuylkill  and  Somerset  Counties  and 
is  less  than  35  inches  in  portions  of  Tioga  and  Bradford  Counties.  The 
length  of  the  crop  growing  season,  as  measured  from  the  time  of  the  last 
killing  frost  in  the  spring  to  the  first  in  the  autumn,  varies  from  207  days 
in  Philadelphia  County  to  above  80  days  in  northeastern  Potter  County. 

The  soils  of  the  State  are  divided  into  4  7  series  lying  in  seven  major 
soil  areas.  Seventy-four  percent  of  the  soils  are  residual,  22  percent  gla- 
cial, while  four  perceijt  are  alluvial.  The  most  productive  soils  in  the  Com- 
monwealth are  those  having  the  highest  natural  lime  content,  and  this  is 
greatest  in  the  southeastern  quarter  ot  the  State. 

The  situation  of  the  State  permits  the  cultivation  of  a  great  variety 
of  crops.  Aside  from  the  staple  farm  crops  which  are  found  throughout  the 
State,  several  sections  have  becorne  known  for  specialized  crops  such  as 
Lancaster  County  for  tobacco,  Tioga  County  for  celery,  Erie  County  for 
grapes  and  cabbage,  and  Adams,  Franklin  and  York  Counties  for  apples. 
The  Chester-Delaware  County  area  produces  more  than  80  percent  of  all 
the  mushrooms  grown  in  the  United  States.  The  fruit  and  vegetable  can- 
ning industry  is  becoming  of  increasing  importance  in  several  sections  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

High  Rank  in  Crop  Production 

Pennsylvania  is  in  the  forefront  of  agricultural  states,  being  among  the 
first  thirteen  in  the  production  of  most  important  crops.  The  rank  in  1933 
was  as  follows  First  in  cigar  leaf  tobacco  (county  estimates  page  13), 
first  in  buckM'heat  (county  estimates  page  10),  sixth  in  total  apple  crop 
(county  estimates  page  14),  sixth  in  peaches  (county  estimates  page  15), 
fifth  in  grapes  (district  estimates  page  13),  fourth  in  potatoes  (county 
estimates  page  11),  fifth  in  rye  (county  estimates  page  9),  sixth  in  pears 
(county  estimates  page  16),  seventh  in  tame  tiay  (county  estimates  page 
12).  seventh  in  winter  wheat  (county  estimates  page  6),  fourteenth  in 
oats  (county  estimates  page  7),  thirteenth  in  corn  (county  estimates  page 
5),  and  thirteenth  in  the  value  of  all  crops.  When  considered  from  the 
standpoint  of  farm  value  in  1933,  Pennsylvania  ranked  second  in  potatoes, 
third  in  tame  hay,  and  fourth  in  apples. 
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Livestock  Trends 

Pennsylvania  is  one  of  the  foremost  livestock  states,  ranking  eleventh 
in  value  of  farm  animals.  The  Commonwealth  is  one  of  the  six  leading 
livestock  states  east  of  the  Mississippi  River  and  has  one-third  of  the  total 
value  of  farm  animals  in  the  North  Atlantic  States.  In  the  value  of  dairy 
cattle,  Pennsylvania  stands  fifth  among  all  the  states. 

Estimates  on  the  number  of  horses,  mules,  cattle,  sheep  and  swine,  on 
Pennsylvania  farms  (pages  17  to  20)  indicate  a  slight  tendency  to  a 
greater  diversification  of  livestock.  The  number  of  sheep  has  increased  20. 
percent  in  the  last  five  years.  While  the  number  of  horses  is  still  decreas- 
ing, the  number  of  mules  remains  constant  so  that  the  net  decline  in  the 
total  of  horses  and  mules  has  been  the  lowest  in  several  years.  An  increase 
in  number  of  heifers,  one  to  two  years  old  and  heifer  calves  to  be  kept 
for  milk  cows,  makes  it  appear  that  farmers  plan  no  immediate  reduction 
in  the  size  of  their  dairy  herds. 

Lieading  Poultry  State 

Pennsylvania  led  the  States  in  value  of  chickens  on  farms  January  1, 
1934.  During  1933,  Pennsylvania  stood  second  in  the  value  of  chickens 
raised,  ranked  second  in  the  value  of  eggs  and  third  in  the  value  of 
chickens  sold  from  farms,  and  placed  third  in  cash  income  realized  from 
the  sale  of  chickens  and  eggs.  During  the  past  year,  2  4.800,000  chickens 
were  raised  on  Pennsylvania  farms  of  which  16,939,000  were  sold  at  an 
estimated  value  of  $8,470,000.  A  total  of  126,100,000  dozen  eggs,  valued 
at  $22,205,000,  were  produced  and  of  these,  101,300,000  dozen  were  sold 
at  an  estimated  return  of  $17,835,000.  The  total  cash  income  from  poultry 
in  1933,  therefore,  was  $26,305,000. 

Farm  Prices 

Prices  paid  Pennsylvania  farmers  for  important  agricultural  products 
increased  steadily  during  1933  (page  29).  The  index  of  these  prices 
varied  from  6  2  to  97  during  the  year,  while  the  corresponding  index  for 
the  United  States  varied  from  49  to  76.  Prices  which  farmers  trad  to  pay 
for  commodities  purchased  also  increased  during  the  year  and  at  the  close 
were  sixteen  points  above  the  pre-war  average.  Farmers'  purchasing 
power  remained  during  19  33  at  about  three-fourths  of  its  pre-war  level  in 
Pennsylvania,  while  for  the  United  States  it  was  less  than  two-thirds  of 
the  pre-war  average.  In  other  words,  the  farm  price  level  in  Pennsylvania 
is  approximately  twenty-five  percent  above  the  average  for  the  entire 
tountry. 

Farm  Wages 

For  the  first  time  since  1911,  the  average  farm  wage  with  board  in 
Pennsylvania  dropped  below  twenty-five  dollars  per  month  in  the  summer 
of  19  32  and  continued  even  lower  during  most  oi  1933.  The  average 
monthly  wage  paid  by  farmers  (board  included)  on  July  1,  1933,  was 
$19.00,  compared  to  a  record  high  of  $53.30  in  1920,  $20.00  in  1911,  and 
$17.00  in  1902.  On  a  daily  basis,  the  farm  wkge  trend  was  upward  from  86 
cents  in  1902  to  $3.10  in  1920,  and  then  downward  to  $1.10  in  the  early 
part  of  1933.  The  farm  labor  supply  and  demand  situation  completely  re- 
versed itself  between  1929  and  1933.  In  1928  there  were  almost  two  jobs 
open  to  every  man  looking  for  farm  work,  while  on  January  1,  1933,  there 
were  almost  two  men  available  for  every  job.  During  1933,  the  situation 
improved  somewhat  by  a  reduction  in  supply  and  a  slight  increase  in  de- 
mand for  farm  labor.  (See  Table  Page  30.) 

The  estimates  througiiout  tUs  publication  are  preliminary  and  subject 
to  revision.
